• Rev. William Arthur was a man of 
ability and originality, who formed hia 
opiniona without mncn reference to the 
views of othen, and was most persistent 

and vigorous in asserting and maintain- 
ing them. A recalcitrant deacon or 
trustee in a church over which he was 
pastor had no life of peace; the beat 
thing was to maintain an armed neutral- 
ity while Mr. Arthur was at the head of 
affairs. Yet he -was a man of ktndly 
and tender feelings, who could be 
swayed by them, but never by opposi- 
tion. Quick in repartee and* ready in 
resources, lie was a formidnMe oT)ponent 
in debate or in strategy, and few meu 
cared to try conclusions with him. Com- 
ing from Ireland, he brought with him 
the mental peculiarities of his nation, as 
well as a rich, strong Irish accent, which 
gave a peculiar racinesa and flavor to 
his ]iu1>lic efforts and to his private con- 
versation; and few broucht in contact 
with him bnt have recollections of his 
shrewd and brus(pie remarks. He was 
l)assi()nate and imiiulsive, often making 
enemies by his sharp utterances, and 
always fought to win. / 

He had the reputation as well ns the 
ap})earance of being dictatorial and of 
carrying out his purposes with small re- 
gard to the plans of other people. Not- 
withstanding his undoubted ability, he 
never met with the success to which he 
felt that he was entitled, and this some- 
what embittered his manner and feel- 
ings. Yet the man was most thoroughly 
honest and truthful; no consideration of 
policy or of care for his own comfort and 
welfare was permitted to influence hia 
conduct; and if he did what was right in 
his own ej^es it was because it appeared 
right to him ; he could neither oe ca- 
ioTed, bribed nor persuaded to go out of 
his predetermined yailu^Boston Tran-

Buiiknipt I^aw. 

The Judiciary cojiiinittoe of the Senate 
has reported a bill to establish a uniform 
•ystom of bankruptcy. The meMure pro- 
vides that whenever any peraon, who has 
■ot been guilty of fraud, shall become 
involved in debts and liabilities, beyond 
the means of pnynient, ntnotmtin^ to five 
hundred dollars iiml upwards, lie may 
apply by petition inequity to the United 
States District Court, setting forth the 
cause of insolvency, and giving a schedule 
of liabilities and assets, and may surren- 
der his estute for the benefit of creditors, 
except such s\H m.xy he exempt from exe- 
cution, and if good cause apjteiir, the courts 
shall adjudge him hani<rapt and ujipcntit 
a receiver, and serve notice to all interest- 
ed persons and distribute the estate ac- 
cording to the rules of equity, and if there 
was no fraud the petitioner shall be dis- 
charged as a bankrupt. The bill also pro- 
vides tiiun when a person runs away, or 
absentH, or conceals himself, or makes 
fraudulent transfer of property, or other- 
wise attempts to defraud creditors, the 
latter may file a petition for banlcrupt 
prooeedinp against him. Insolvency shall 
exist only when (he debtor's liabilities ex- 
ceed tin; value of his property. Power to 
extend time or stay proceedings are con- 
ferreil u|i«jn tlie court. 

Any conveyance, transfer or payments 
made in view of bankruptcy may be set 
aside, if found contrary to the just rights 
of other creditors, but money obtained 
and used in good faith, though unsuccess- 
fully, to avoid an impending bankrui)tcy, 
or to save a threatcnctl sacrifice of pro]>erty, 
or for sickness or other like necessity may 
be preferred in payment or ii: security by 
the Court If it appears that any creditor 
has oppressively sought to force a debtor 
into bankruptcy, or to obtain any fraudu- 
lent advantages over other creditors, the 
Court ui'jy tleny such creditor participa- 
tion in the estate. The District Courts shall 
be considered always open for tlie con- 
sideration of banlcrupt business, and all 
regular banlcrupt business shall have 
precedence. The costs of bankruptcy will 
be much less than under the former law, 
and the final discharge will he liud in a 
shorter i>criod. Such a law id necessary 
and ought to pass Congress..

When the nest is com- 
pleted the owner removes the down ; the 
patient duck tills it a second and thir^l 
time, when it is removed ; but the fourth 
time it is allowed to remain. Thu^ the 
women and girls hud enough to em])Ioy 
thffnselves in tending to these thousands 
of nests, while the men and l)oy8 make 
and mend their nets and get iialh for oil 
and curing.
